ment Owning Kail road 


Properties. 


SF.DAI.TA, Mo., November H.—The Na- 


tional Farmers' Congress leaesenibledjat 
11 o'clock this morning. 
A number of 


resolutions were introduced and re- 
ferred. Congressman Heard of Missouri 
delivered an address on railway trans- 
portation. This subject, he declared, 
was of supreme importance to the farm- 
ers. The only solution of thia vexed 
qubfitiou he said waa to be found in a 
state 
railway 
commiesiouu—another 


method of controlling the railroad cor- 
porations iu the interests of the people 
wa? through a nations! railroad commis- 
sion. Some professed to believe that 
railroads should be placed under govern- 
ment management. Gov&ruuient man- 
agement, ho" believed, would be a gi- 
gantic failure. 


In the firet place the government would 


have to buy tlm railroads and that would 
cost $10,000.000.003. That would be an 
impossibility, practically, because there 
ia in circulation $l,500,l)00.0.!0. The pur- 
chase of the rtiilrnsila would necessitate 
the incarriiiK of adebtof liicantic propor- 
tions, and ho did not believe the formers 
or anj one else wanted to go down into 
their pocketa and pay any moro dehtn 
than they are now paying Another 
great objection to government railway 
control was the increase of federal ON"IPR 
holders which it would necessitate. U. 
O. "Brown of ftfinrgia indorsed everythine 
Heard said. Martin .Mohler, secretary 
of tin* Kanfiaa state board of agriculture, 
read ;i paper on the "Race Under the 
CoinJ itions of a Hiph Civilization." 


A mane the resolutions were the follow- 


ing: 
Urging congress to cede arid 


im-iJa in varioua states to provide states 
witli systems of irrigating; recommend- 
ing that president and vice president of 
tbe United States and United Ptitce sen- 
ators be electrd by a direct vote of the 
people; demanding an extension of aig- 
nal service reports; requesting the fed- 
oral government to aid states in irrigat- 
ing arid landa. 


The resolutions were nil adopted ex- 


cept the latter which was struck from 
the report by a vote of 44 to 17. 


The committee on finance presented a 


report, reqne«ting the various atate lee- 
ielatora to make appropriations for the 
pxpenditures 
of atate delegations to 


futnre conffresaea of this character, in 
order that each atate may have a proper 
representation. 
The report was adopted, when an ad- 


journment nntil tomorrow was taken.

When iiloomer heard of 
the assignment of Strong & Co. he went 
poGthaste to Kellojitz and presented him 
a note of $600 which he insisted he 
should sign on account of raisins sold. 
Kellogg demurred, saying Bloomer was 
secured by the payments already made 
and by the second crop of raisins which 
was then in the field. This did not sat- 
isfy Bloomer and he attacked Kellogg.

It WBB perfect and compleie. Theie 


waa absolutely nothing left but the 
vault, fixtures and hooka and a lot of 
frauiiuleut and forged fwcnrities. 


Thia very suave and bright yoanR man 


not only fooled the bank cammiesioner, 
hut BO conservative and careful a bunk- 
ing institution aa the Pacific batik of San 
Francisco. 


It waa through the delightful aud 


breezy manner in which he got f 49>000 
Advances on forged securities from the 
Pacific bank that the end was hastened, 
resulting iu tUe closing of the bank and 
the collapse of tlie John Brown Colony 
company. 


Tne bank waa an adjunct to the colony 


scheme, and Baird bad absolute control 
of the one, and with John Brown was the 
head aod front of the other. Botti were 
wildcat echemes ol the worst sort and 
started principally on nerve and sanc- 
tity, Baird supplying the former and 
Brown the latter. 


Brown canto ncro three years ago from 


Los Aogeles county, where he had lo- 
cated a colony, and brought Baird with 
him from the Consolidated hank of 
iiore. 


They secured a tract of land compris- 


ing nearly 5000 auras near Madera, this 
.county, on tho Freano river. This land 
-was purchased from Thomas E. Hughes, 
and little, if any, money was paid down. 
It now carries mortgaRes three deep, 
before the anug claim of tbe Pacific bf=nk 
mud the equities of the colonies are 
Teached.

Forged securi- 
tiea, doctored hooka, fraudulent cash, 
forced and worthless certif.ct.tea of de- 
posit, fraudulent and forged overissue of 
stock, perjury, falsehood waa found on 
every hand. The bank waa a complete 
wreck and the colony pchenie utterly 
collapsed. It ia theworetfailure.htdged 
about with more crime, than any this 
eection of the state ever had. 


Ia Fresno a larg* number of shares of 


forged over-issue of stock has turned up 
in the last few dftys and the extent of 
Baird'a crooked financing cannot be esti- 
mated. 


The actnal cash shortage was very 


large, reaching over f 6a.OQp, and it ia be- 
lieved that the total deficit will exceed 
$100.000. It ia feared that the Consol- 
idated bank of E'einore, \sith which 
Baird and Brown have been connected, 
will also Buffer, as ceitificatas of stock in 
that concern and cRrtiticatea of deposit, 
both believed to be fraudulent, had been 
iivpotiieeated here, but have been re- 
deemed. 


A SURPRISED BANKER. 


Jt would be drawing it very mild to 


say that the Pacific bank people were 
surprised when they discovered that a 
country hank cashier, in a town of less 
than a thousand people, had been smart 
enough to hoodwink and bamboozle 
their solid and careful and conservative 
establishment, and 
had 
completely 


pulled the wool over the eyea of Dr. Mc- 
Donald and all the bright yoang men by 
whom be is surrounded. 


If the earth had opened and swallowed 


them tuey would not have been more 
Bur prised. 


Thay were juet as badly disgusted aa 


they were surprised. In the presence of 
so colossal a prevaricator and falsifier as 
Baird they could scarcely speak. The 
audacity of the man and bis ntter calm- 
ness overwhelmed them, and he main- 
tained his look of sanctity tu the last, 
attd to a REPUBLICAN reporter stoutly 
oaiotaioed his innocence. 
That there is some excuae for the Pa- 


cific bank people to be taken may be 
shown by the fact ihat besides the bank 
commissioner, O. J. Woodward, presi- 
dent ol the First National bank, which 
institution waa the Madera bank's local 
correspondent, had a special examination 
of tbe bauk made and pronounced it in a 
flourishing condition. 


Return Roberts, W. 0. Breyfogle and 


fi. W. Mordecai had long since with- 
drawn from the bank. When Mr. Rob- 
erta resigned1 the presidency in June last 
he examined all the securities and found 
them ail right. Recognizing the ne-'BB- 
eity of a safe bank in a prosperous 
town like Madera, Mr, Roberts offered 
to buy out Baird and Brown several 
months ago, agreeing to take all the 
stock, but it had long before gone be- 
yond the power of either to make good 
thR deficiency, and they couldn't spare 
the bank any more than tbe churches 
which they established as side helps to 
their schemes. 


OJKUKIZATIOK OP THE BASK. 


The bank of Madera was Incorporated 


With an authorized capital of $100,000, of 
wiiL-h $21,500 wai paid in. The stock- 
holders were Return Roberts 10 shares, 
W. O. Breyfogle 10 ahara, A. J. Eiter 15 
shares, George W. Mordwcai 10 shares. 
The balance was held by Brown and 
Buird. 


To raise money Baird had written a 


letter, signed by an o cer of the Consol- 
idated bank of Eleinore, Baying that 
Messrs. Brown and Baird would probably 
call on business and commending them 
to the gootl graces of the Institution. 


They did call, and wanted two tliinga 


—to borrow money with which to po into 
the Bank of Madera aud offering to make 
it the local correspondent. The honors 
were derlined. 


They finally secured the First National 


bank of Freeno as correspondent, and it 
is said tbat they own tbat Institution 
something like $17.000, all of whicl, is 
said tobepcrured, but it is hinted that 
romething between $H,pOJ and $13.000 
in of the clasa of securities which Mr.

Shall We Drive Slow Poison From 


Oar Breakout Table. 


A nuisance that troubled England fifty 


years ago ia now rapidly spreading iu 
this country, that is, putting alum in the 
bread we eat. 
This question ia causing 


a great deal of discussion at the present 
moment, as it is revealed that alum is 
bem« used &3 a substitute for cieara of 
tarter in bakiug powders. A story is told 
that a very larj;e percentage of the bak- 
ing powders sold on the market contain 
either a!nm or ammonia and many of 
thfm contain both of these pemiuiona 
drays. 
MUBO, timely alarm ia felt «t the 


wholesale nau of alum in bread, biscuit 
and pnatry. To young children, Rrowini: 
iiirls and persons of weakly frame alum 
hrfftd eaten morning, noon and evening 
is the most harmful. It is tho email 
quantities taken at every meal that do 
the mtachief. Alum is cheap, costing 
but 2 or 3 cents a pound, while cream of 
tsrtar co«ts 30 cents, and the high price 
oi cream ol tanar HUH led chnip baking 
powder to be m«de of alum. If the reader 
wantn to know something of the corros- 
ive qualities of alum let him touch a 
piece to hie tongue then reflect how it 
acts on the tender, delicate coats of. tbe 
stomach. 
The Scientific American published in a 


recent number a lint of alum and am- 
monia baking powders, whidi is of great 
value at this time.

Tbe county physician is required to 


file a monthiy report ol the business of 
the hospital. Ilia report for October is 
now before the supervisors and by it 
some curiuuB faete, other than that many 
i is being treated, is shown. 


During the month of October 194 pa- 


tietjifi were treated, only two o( whom 
were females. 0! thid large number 110 
patients vrers foreinn bom aud only 5 
were native CaUfornians, the other 79 be- 
iiiK natives of other Plates of tho union. 


In the list ot bi>»etiuiuries of the inati: 


tution Ireland's native sons lead the litt, 
having lit! native horu Irishuien in tho 
hospital ilnriiiu the month. The English 
wore nest, wiui24; ilieu tlie Germans, 
with 11. The remiiinder of tho foreign 
born show as follows: Sweden, 0; Scot- 
land and France, G each; Denmark, 4;

The rolle carry one 
wlio wan ailmitteilinlSS-l.ono who earuo 
in 'So, urn who Rirueri in 1S8S, a like 
number in 1SS9, &nd thirteen in 1S90. 
Thoso TO2i;ii!i!ntj wero udmiUed thia 
ytftr. One arrived in January, three in 
'March, in April, in May and in June; 
five in July, fourteen ia Anguet, fifty- 
five i» Hcjitrtnbfcr ami eighty-two in 
October. 
The larger number of patients come 


from the city, them being ninety-two of 
them who were there during October 
having been registered from Fresno. Ol 
the others twenty-one came from the 
finrroimdicg vineyards, eighteen from 
Maderrt, Ebvtiii from Banger, si.i from 
Oleander, three from Fowler, two each 
from Fresno colony and Pelma, and 
forty-four from other sections of the 
county. 


The older patients ara afflicted with 


chronic diseases, are cripple" or partially 
ulind. Tbe rlieumatiu patients are four- 
teen in n amber and most of them have 
been ia tne hoepitnl for eome time. The 
later patients were, most of them, 
afflicted with milder diseases, seventy- 
three of them with Rome form of fever. 
Moat of the fever p:itiuula are discharged 
ia from fifteen to twenty daye. The 
lonyeet in the hospital having been there 
one month and the next one month and 
eighteen days. 


Patients who do not pet well within 


two or two and one-half months are lia- 
ble to remain fur 8om& time.

Richard Cnttin wae 
the fellow who waa picked np near a 
West Side Bilooa nearly dead, lie was 
so {ferine from gastritis and died October 
21, five days after admieBion to the hospi- 
tal. The other death wan that of Asa 
Sizemore who was admitted October 19, 
while snffering from an iniory received 
at Badger camp. He lived nine days and 
was buried October 28.

In Judge Holmes' court yesterday the 


caaa of the people against Bailey Kay 
Leach was called. The people were rep- 
resented by District Attorney W. 1>. 
Tupper, Suylo & ColwcU aud by J. 1). 
Campbell. Tho defeuee woro represented 
by Judge Frank U. Short. S. R. Hart 
and W. R. Jacobs. Sanator Goucher. 
who had been in tho defense previously, 
was absent on account of sickness. 


Ho had beau closely connected with 


the caae nnd when court convened yes- 
terday Judge Short asked for u continu- 
ance because of the senator's illneee. 
The motion waa denied und the defejise 
saved the exception. 


The proeecutiou then continued the 


testimony, calling W. S. Bedjjer to tut* 
etand, and then the well known expert 
.Max Grumpel of San Francisco took tho 
stand to testify. 


It was for uiui that the conrt adjourned 


for two (Jays. When sworn yesterday lie 
went oa to testify as to his qualifications 
an an expert, lie elated that ho had 
made a study of handwriting for twenty- 
five years and had teitifled iu many 
cases in which forgery waa unarmed or iu 
which signatures had been called into 
question. lie had also been consulted 
in many caeca which were never brought 
to trial hut were settled or diami?ped ou 
the result of the consultation with wit • 
ness. 


\VitneBflhad examinod the signature 


of K. Leach to the deed in question urn! 
also to gome fifty ur sixty checks which 
are acknowledged to be genuine. He had 
made a careful study ot them nil und 
considered the tignature to the deed a 
forgery and a poor one at that. 


The writer of the signature on the deed 


he cou&idured was a much butter penman 
than the writer who signed tho checks. 
The lines wero clearer than the signer of 
the deeds could make aud had bis en made 
in rm uj 'parent desire to imiUte the 
hnnd hi -Uattio Leach, but though the 
form of the letters was there the peculiar 
movements oi the hand aud pen, cuuld 
not be copied. 


The witness then went on to tell lit? 


reasons fur believing the sigiiatura to 
tho deed a forgery. It had been written 
slowly and had b-en written with great 
care. Each letter ia the signature W&B 
then discussed separately and the exact 
difference between the letters in tbe 
agreed genuine and the alleged forgery. 
He gave fully a half a hundred reu°onH 
for believing tho latter to bo a forkery 
and asserted that though there were dif- 
ferences between the genuine signatures 
there were character is tics which were 
not found in the forged name. 


The cross-examination of the defend- 


ant occupied a much longer time than 
did the direct examination. 
It was con- 


ducted by Judge Short, who took the 
witness over ail of the ground previously 
covered. 


After Gumple had closed his testi- 


mony County Recorder T. A. Bell uuu 
called and sworn. He testified to the 
ownership of the property conveyed by 
the deed. Thia ownership he showed by 
the records of the county and certified 
copies were left with tho clerk of the 
court, 
it this point tha prosecution closed its 


caae. A 
10-minute recess waa asked 


and granted while Judge Short waa in 
consultation with thy other attorneys 
and with the defendant eoon e Unifying 
his readiness to proceed. 


Conrt bsintf reconvened, Mr. KliorL 


ienee. He said that tho defendant as 
briefly as possible would prove that he 
was married to Mattie E. Ltjach :i'joat 
three or four years ago, and that they 
had had three children, two of whom 
were living. That because of certain in- 
compatibility of temperament the two 
could not get along well together, and 
had half agreed tu separate. Tiiey Lad 
come to such an agreement that ho was 
to take one child and she the other, mid 
that there was to be a certain division u] 
the property. That it was in accordance 
with this agreement to divide the prop- 
erty, which bad nil been in Mr. reach's 
name, that this deed was given. 


They would p ove aleo that when it 


had been agreed which property should 
be transferred Mr. Leach came down 
town and had the deed drawn up by At- 
torney Jackeon ; that he had naked Jack- 
son to acknowledge it, but tbat the attor- 
ney had declined, Baying tbat he was not 
a notary. After that Leach had started 
toward the house and had met Owen 
and had said something about the deed. 
He had then gone and asked his wife to 
come down to the notary's office, but 
that she declined to do c o. Ue had then 
come down and found Holmea again and 
returned with him to the hanee, where 
Mrs. Leach read the deed over and ac- 
knowledged her signature to it. 


Owen Holmes was then sworn, and 


testified that oa the afternoon of July 16 
he met Mr. Leach on the street, and that 
he had said something about acknowl- 
edging a deed. Witness said tbat he 
would take the acknowledgment when all 
WM ready. They had met again in abont 
an hour, and Leach had said that Mrs. 
Leach did nut want to come down town. 
Witness had taken his aeal and gone to 
the house, where he had handed the 
deed to Mrs. Leach. She held it for 
eome time and apparently had read it. 
She then handed it to him. He asked her 
if it was her signature and she bad said 
that it was and that the instrument was 
all right. 


He had placed his seal on it and band- 


ed it to Mr. Leach. About ibat same 
moment he had asked for a driok ol 
water and Leach bad cone oul to procure 
it. Wben he returned Mrs. Leach aeKed 
to see the paper againfand the defendant 
had handed it over to her and she had 
again reaJ it and passed it back. 


On cross-examination 
the witness 


stated that he did not see the paper 
when Mrs. Leach had it a second time 
and he was not sura it was the deed. He 
just supposed that it wan. After Attorney 
Caldwell had asked this question about 
four times and received the eatne answer, 
the witness became A little bit mnd and 
asserted that tbe paper mifiht have been 
a chapter of the Bible bat it looked like 
tbe deed. He acknowledged having had 
a conversation with Judge Campbell, 
John Krobn and Mrs. Leach. 
He had 


told them the same story j-ractically that 
he had ju«t told on the witness stand. 


When Holmec waa dismissed from the 


stand court adjourned until Monday 
morning. 
The defense will have one 


expert on the stand and will have other 
witnesses EO that the case will probably 
not so to the jnry until Tuesday evening 
or Wednesday morning,

edged to be genuine, 
tie also found 


muou£ tl'B genuine signatures two which 
were more widely dilforeiit than the sig- 
nature of tho deed aud that on any one 
o( thy checks. 


His crosa -examination, which contin- 


ued into the afternoon, wi\s (|uito ex- 
tended, but in many points he eiu-cws- 
fully contradicted the evMimc& of the 
£[11 witness for the proeecution. In 
eeveral particular points he flatly con- 
tradicted the California expert and 
proved hia statement by the checks be- 
lore him. 


After the testimony waa concluded the 


defense rasted, and the protecutiuu did 
not introduce any evidence in rebuttal. 
Arguments were' made by two attorneys 
on each side ol the case, and at 5 o'clock 
J udire Holmes wan reading tho instruc- 
tions.

Ei-Secretarr Bayard and ex-Attornej 
General Garland of President Cleve- 
land'e cabinet, ei-Senator Edmundi, 
Senator Mitchell of Oregon, Rtpresenta- 
tiY« Springer of llUnoii, and otuera were 
present, besides Attorney Geceral Mil- 
ler, Soliciior General Taft, Joeeph H. 
Choate of New York and others. They 
will take part iu the argameot of Justice 
Bradley. 


W IIKU court assembled Justice Brad- 


ley was not present, but he arrived and 
took hia plfu-0 cm the bench just beforn 
the Say ward caae wai called, BO a full 
court was present when the beanos be- 
gan. Thin <:elel>rated caaft ariws out of 
the seizure of the Canedian sealer, W. 
P. Say ward, in Behriiij eea, for a viola- 
tion of tbe act of congrepH making it a 
penalty to catch seals within the waters 
of BehrioK sen. The vessel was libeled 
under the admiralty lawa of the United 
States end after trial the United State* 
cvnrt of Alaska declared tbe forfeiture of 
the vessel. The case was then br mght 
to tbia court on a motion for a writ of 
prohibition to stop the Alaskan court 
from taking measures to enforce tbe 
decree, the ground for motion being the 
contention tbat the court had 110 juris- 
diction to try tbe offense for reaeon tbat 
it was committed more than three milofl 
from ehore aud, therefore, under the law 
of nations, without jurisdiction of tbe 
United .States. By this method it is 
sought to secure tho opinion from the 
court as to the right of the United States 
to the exclusive control of tbe seal fish- 
eries of lieliriog oea, 


Calderon Carlisle opened the case for 


the owners of the Sayward by stating 
that the decision of the court would 
merely Bottle whether the seizure was 
legal undur the existing kwa and cot 
prevent any future agreement between 
the United Stated and other powers on 
the subject. Ho combatted the attorney 
general's claim that ihe court must de- 
cide 0:1 the fact* submitted by the Alas- 
kan court and held tbat it might go be- 
hind these and investigate the entire 
gueetiou. The plea tliat this was a po- 


tical question and one of national sov- 


ereignty which binds the court whether 
the claim be right or wrong, was one 
that would give the President powers 
that, in the tftnptiagn of Justice Story, 
would lead to universal mischief. 


Solictor General Taft opened tbe case 


for the United States. He held that the 
question petitioner iiad raised was not 
presented to the court on the records 
and if it was presented it had been al- 
ready decided by the political branch of 
tbe government and could not reverae 
that decision. He did not deny that tbe 
jurisdiction of the Alaskan and supreme 
courts and venue of the offense were or- 
dinarily judicial questions for this court, 
bnt he held these depended on the 
national jurisdiction in Behring sea and 
tbat is solely a political question for con- 
gress and the President, not for the 
court.
